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Crop  prospects  improved  markedly  during  April  and  early  May 
as  a  result  of  good  rains  in  some  areas  where  badly  needed. 
Prospects  for  crops,  pastures,  and  ranges  now  appear  well  up  to 
average  for  this  season  of  the  year.  The  shortage  of  subsoil 
moisture  in  the  southern  portion  of  the  Great  Plains  area  means 
increased  dependence  on  summer  rains,  and  the  light  snow  pack 
in  western  mountains  tends  to  limit  the  supply  of  water  for  some 
irrigated  areas,  but  the  moisture  situation  in  the  country  as  a 
whole  appears  much  better  than  at  this  season  in  most  recent 
years.  Conditions  appear  particularly  favorable  from  eastern 
Montana  and  central  Colorado  westward.  Crop  prospects  ap- 
pear poorest  in  the  southwestern  winter  wheat  area  where  the 
drought  last  fall  caused  heavy  losses.  Present  indications  are 
that  nearly  11  million  of  the  45  million  acres  seeded  to  winter 
wheat  last  fall  will  be  abandoned  and  winter  wheat  production  is 
expected  to  be  about  460  million  bushels  compared  with  last 
year's  near-average  crop  of  563  million.  Of  the  11  million  acres 
expected  to  be  abandoned  about  10  million  acres  are  in  six 
States,  Nebraska,  Kansas,  Oklahoma,  Texas,  New  Mexico,  and 
Colorado.
